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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that prior art Chan does not 
disclose claim limitations, in particular "reciving the integrated circuit card into the terminal, verifying that an entitlement contained in the 
integrated ciricuit card is correct for receving the selected content, storing the selected content in a memory of the terminal that is spaced 
apart from the integrated circuit card; and verifying that the entitlement is correct for reuse of the selected content when reuse of the 
selected content is attempted". Examiner directs Applicant's attentin to Chan for "providing an application ...to the smar card van occur 
via any electonic device", "A second application is loaded onto the smart card by utilizing first application", "if the signature is not valid, 
then the application is not loaded", that is verifying that the entitlement is correct and "the new application ensured by the security 
domain for validity and integrity can be stored on memory" as detailed in the previous office action.
